Explanation: The Comanche helicopter is currently in development. Material production was expected to
continue through the FY 2005 Advance Procurement stage of the Comanche production to support a
Production Decision in FY 2006. However, as a result of critical component shortages (such as mission
computer cluster processors, engine electrical components, etc.) and diminishing manufacturing sources,
commercial parts may not be available to support production in FY 2006. Therefore, these funds are
required to purchase material and components in support of Low Rate Initial Production (LRIP) to solve the
obsolescence issue with commercial parts. This reprogramming action will ensure the components are
available to continue the program on schedule, will preclude an accelerated redesign effort using new
componcnts at an cstimated additional cost of $300 million, and will keep the Comanche LRIP on schedule.
